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Reason For Allowance 

1. Claims 1, 9 and 17 are cancelled, claims 2, 3, 5 and 18-21 are amended, and 
thus claims 2-8, 10-16 and 18-21 are pending. 

2. All pending claims 2-8. 10-16 and 18-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Breckwoldt 
(US 5,166,333) teaches a transparent methyl hydroxypropyl cellulose ether film. Koch 
et al. (US 3,899,452) teaches a self-supporting cellulose ether film, wherein the 
cellulose ether is preferably hydroxyethyl cellulose ether or hydroxypropyl cellulose 
ether. Koch (US 3,840,395) teaches a fibrous, non-fibrous or a combination of fibrous 
and non-fibrous cellulosic sheet made of hydroxyethyl cellulose ether. Breckwoldt, 
Koch '452, and Koch '395 neither teach nor suggest a cellulose ether film containing a 
number of undissolved fibers having a length of 8 to 200 urn not greater than 1 ,000. 
The prior arts neither teach nor suggest a cellulose ether of not greater than 25% by 
weight remaining on a sieve when 100 g of the cellulose ether is shaken on a sieve 
having an opening of 150 um.
